TTie death and burial of a 
former Sierra Madre News 
publisher was made known 
this week when word was 
received that Joe R. East- 
Wood of La Jolla, passed 
away Wednesday, February 
1, in the local hospital. Serv¬ 
ices were conducted at 10 
a.m. February 3, and burial 
was In San Diego’s El Ca- 
mlno Memorial Park. 

Eastwood was 79 years^of 
age and lived at 319 Bird 
Rock Ave. He was editor and 
publisher of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News In partnership 
with Joseph L. Asbury from 
1925 until March 1, 1930 
when Mr. Goshom took over 
the publication. Earlier he 
published the Eagle Rock 
Sentkiel aiyl the Ontario 
Herald after which he 
taught printing and Joiumal- 
ism In the Glendale public 
schools where he retired In 
1954.

For Sierran 

Editor's Note — The fol¬ 
lowing article, written by 
our staff writer Bill Work.

Early in 1864, Benjamin 
D. Wilson', affectionate 1 y 
called “Don Benito,” needed 
lumber for his feiuces and 
wine barrels. He had been 
told of the stands of sugar 
■pine and incense cedars 
that grew on the high peak 
overlooking his San Gabriel 
Valley ranch. 

Wilson set his Mexican 
and Indian help to working 
on a trail. They started in 
Sierra Madre and worked up 
the Little Santa Anita. The 
half-way house, built while 
the trail was under construc- 
tion, consisted of a three-

the community have been 
compiled and site selection 
possibilities been narrowed 
to two locations. One in¬ 
cludes the site of the present 
City Hall plus additional 
land adjacent to this site, 
and the other takes in a 
plot of ground adjacent to 
the Memorial Park on Sierra 
Madre Blvd.

room house, stable, black¬ 
smith shop, and chicken 
house, all built of timbers 
and long split shakes. 

As the foothill tow,ns grew 
In population and impor¬ 
tance, there also grew a 
feeling for the mountains. 
Many hikers and campers 
were making their way to 
the top of the old Mt. Wil¬ 
son trail. The original Half¬ 
way house was homesteaded 
by two colorful m o u n - 
taineers: Gorge Aiken and 
George Islip, after whom Mt. 
Islip above Crystal Lake is 
named. They planted the 
apple, cherry, plum, and 
chestnut trees there, and 
later the apa became 
knowm as Orchard Camp. 

Situated In a forested glen 
of spruce, maple, and can¬ 
yon oak, Orchard Camp was 
first opened as a resort by 
James McNally. It became a 
flourishing playground. 
Thousands of hikers and 
many pack trains ploded up 
and down the ihistoric trail. 

In 1911, 40,000 hikers went 
to Mt. Wilson over the old 
trail. Perhaps the best 
known were Andrew Car¬ 
negie, who was carried up 
ad back in a wicker basket 
chair by ten Japanese, and 
Henry Ford, who hiked the 
trail in 1915. The first 16 
Inch telescope, built on Mt. 
(Harvard, was packed up the 
historic trail as was the 
lumber for the Mt. Wilson 
Hotel. 

In 1883 another great trail 
was built out of Sierra Ma- 
dre by the Burlingame 
brothers seeking lumb e r 
from the fine stands of tim¬ 
ber in the Winter Creek 
Canyon. This trail was ex¬ 
tended over Zion Mountain 
and into the Big Seinta 
Anita Canyon. It was named 
the Sturtevant Trail after 
William Sturtevant who 
built a resort there. 

Soon another shor ter 
branch was cut down to the 
stream and many cabins 
were built along the banks. 

The Sierra Club built an 
early day resort there. This 
trail, like the old Mt. Wil¬ 
son before, became increas¬ 
ingly popular and with the 
advent of the big red Paci¬ 
fic ELlectrlc cars into Sierra 
Madre, the pack trains and 
resorts flourished. The tiny 
town grew with them. 

Most of the settlers of 
the settlers of Sierra Madre 
were here because of the 
mountains.

FOR ALL YOUR CHILDREN 


Question: Is mental dis¬ 
ease inherited in families? 

Mental illness is a family 
disease which can be pre¬ 
vented. Mental illness is a 
family disease which can be 
treated by family therapists 
who interview the mother, 
the father and the children 
all at the same time. 

Mental illness is not an 
inherited disease but seems 
to be learned in families 
with diseased communica¬ 
tion; in families where the 
mother, the father and the 
children cannot talk to one 
another or listen to one an¬ 
other. Family communica¬ 
tion is diseased communica¬ 
tion when people cannot 
listen, always interrupt or 
talk about one anot her 
rather than to one another; 
gossip rather than com¬ 
municate. 

Dr. Murray Bowen, the 
psychiatrist, was the first to 
prove that mental illness 
develops from faulty com¬ 
munication within families. 
He hospitalized the entire 
family of his schizophrenic 
patients to try to find out 
the origins of this myster¬ 
ious mental disease. 

Dr. Bowen found that 
when he could enable the 
mother and father to act as 
a team of parents who 
could communicate and cor¬ 
respond with one another 
that his patients improved. 
The schizophrenic symp¬ 
toms disappeard once the 
mother and father acted as 
a team of parents rather 
than as rival combatants in 
the family. 

If the schizophrenic pa¬ 
tient could divide his par¬ 
ents into warring camps 
agam, his symptoms of men¬ 
tal illness reappeared. Addi¬ 
tional research in learning 
in communication theory, 
a^d in semantic studies con¬ 
firmed the psychiatric stu¬ 
dies of Dr. Bowen. 

Human beings are born 
with the capacity to become 
individuals but they are 
born without personalities. 
However, the personality 
which the individual de¬ 
velops becomes what he 
lives with rather than what 
he is born with. 

The wild children found 
in the forests of Europe 
were .unable to live in the 
world because they had not 
experienced family exis¬ 
tence; they had not learned 
to speak becaus ,no one had 
spoken to them. 

Likewise, the battered 
children who are found to¬ 
day hidden In basements 
and attics are similarly un¬ 
able to develop personali¬ 
ties because they have been 
robbed of the experience of 
communication within' a 
family. Life is communica¬ 
tion; personality is com¬ 
munication.

Sierra Engineering Products Seem 


Among the many medical 
items developed which are 
in standard use today are 
the epidural spinal needle, 
convulted T tube, an emer¬ 
gency trachentomy set. The 
company has also ejitered 
the ,new market of dialysis 
machine assembly, the ma¬ 
chine which is a revolution¬ 
ary .new artificial kidney. 
Sierra’s machine will take 
10 patients at one time. 

Tile life science of provid¬ 
ing safety for people operat¬ 
ing in a hazardous environ¬ 
ment, which is the concept 
the company has of the 
overall field in which it 
works, is ,now extend e d 
with the u.se of Sierra En¬ 
gineering .dummies for the 
testing of automobile safety 
and t.he so-far secret work 
on a medical dummy which 
may revolutionize the teach¬ 
ing of medicine. 

Sierra began mak i n g 
dummies by government re¬ 
quest way back in 1949, due 
to the fact that they had the 
anthropometric and anthro¬ 
pomorphic data needed for 
the prosthetics they were 
making and Uncle Sam 
wanted dummie.s made to 
these accurate scales. 

What these first fellows 
were used for is not certain, 
possibly to be thrown from 
planes to test parachutes. A 
couple of j'ears ago the 
automotive industry began 
to get very earnest about 
their safety testing and as 
their programs were stepped 
up, so were Sierra’.s produc¬ 
tion of articulated dummies. 

One .new model was dub¬ 
bed “Sophisticated Sam”; 
the latest one to be used on 
the car manufacturers’ prov¬ 
ing grounds for their ac¬ 
celerated te.sting program Is 
“Sierra Stan”; he was de¬ 
livered December first to 
Ford’.s proving grounds at 
Dearborn, General Motors at 
Milford, Mich., Chrysler at 
Chelsea. 

"Sierra Stan” has now 
travelled to foreign car 
makers, carrying the .name 
of Sierra Madre far and 
wide, over the globe. 

Also the Bureau of Stan¬ 
dards in Washington, the 
FAA, NASA, etc. all put 
some version of the dummy 
to work to protect U.S. 
citizens. 

One can glimpse from the 
photo of a dummy skeleton 
how these dummies dupli¬ 
cate a man’s fully developed 
shoulder width, clavicle, 
scapiula, backbone, pelvis, 
etc. so that new car should¬ 
er restraints and lap belts 
can be more accurately test¬ 
ed. Less obvious is the fact 
that the dummy’s chest is 
made to deflect in a way to 
allow a reaction similar to 
a human being’s in order 
to gain information on the 
impact of a steering wheel 
in a crash, or from other 
dynamic loads. 

Some dummies are used 
for rides on rocket sleds, 
some to study the effect of 
explosive decompression in 
aircraft flying at high alti¬ 
tudes. These studies have 
effected goals for improve¬ 
ment of commercial airline 
designs. 

A bloodred undercoating 
beneath skin-colored vinyl 
paint can duplicate breeding 
from abrasions. “T. Herma- 
naut” is the much publi¬ 
cized thermal dummy 
which changes temperature 
like people. Another will 
float In water likfe a human 
body. Then there Is a fe¬ 
male dummy, “Sierra Sue”; 
"Sammy,” in a five-year old 
size, and a toddler made to 
three - year • old measure¬ 
ments. 

Most fascinating to the 
laymen, probably, of all 
Sierra’s dummy family Is 
the mystermus plastic, ani¬ 
mated, computerized “pa¬ 
tient” being shaped up for 
Aerojet-General Corp. and 
the use school of medicine. 
Heretofore the use of human 
model simulators in medical 
education has been confined 
to simple dummies used for 
teaching methods of resusci¬ 
tation. 

Now the .new mannikin, 
controlled by computer, will, 
when finished, be able to 
breathe, cough, twitch, stick 
out its tongue, and go from 
a healthy pink complexion 
to an ashe.n gray. Principal 
role for the mannikin will 
be to speed up and improve 
the training of students 
learning to be anesthesiolo¬ 
gists. This will be a patient 
the young doctor can prac¬ 
tice upon without fear of 
making a mistake. 

The mystery mannikin, 
due to make its bow a few 
months from .now, will be 
sensitive to different dos¬ 
ages of 10 different drugs 
used for anesthetics. It will .,

and pulse, be able to open I

and close its eyes. Its pupils 
will dilate as an effect of 
medication. Vocal cords can 
tense up, relax, even vomit. 
Most important of ail, the 
model will help anestheio- 
logy residents learn how to 
Insert air tubes down pa¬ 
tients’ throats for artificial 
lung ventilation. 

Though this procedure is 
fairly common, it takes skill 
and speed. A muscle relax¬ 
ant is given to a patient to 
halt .normal breathing, and 
open a passage through the 
muscle cords. Then a phy¬ 
sician has only 40 seconds 
to get the tube in place so 
artificial machines can take 
over. 

The model will be evaluat¬ 
ed In a nine-month training 
program, will later be used 
to stimulate emergency sit¬ 
uations, such as heart at¬ 
tacks, to test .student reac¬ 
tion to crisis. 

This versatile fel 1 o w 
would likely give a heart 
attack to almost any ob¬ 
server, student or otherwise, 
if he wore not briefed be¬ 
forehand. Just the thought 
gives a momentary science- 
fiction chill, until one re¬ 
members the life-saving 
purposes of the mannikin’s 
intricacy, and then It must
